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TWO HUNTERS 
FINED UNDER 
NEW PA. LAW 


Two Cashtown men have been 
arrested under a new law which 
prohibits operation of motor ve­ 
hicles on cultivated land in hunt­ 
ing areas. 


William C. Becker and William 
E. 
Golden, 
both 
of Cashtown, 
pleaded 
guilty 
Tuesday 
before 
Justice of the Peace John Whit­ 
man to a charge of driving on cul­ 
tivated land on December 3 while 
hunting deer. The charge was 
brought by Game Protector Hom­ 
er Thrush. The men were fined 
$25 each and directed to pay the 
costs. The justice game them un­ 
til Monday to pay. 
Game Protector Thrush said the 
charge on which the Cashtown 
men were arrested was based on 
a law passed by the 1963 legisla­ 
ture which makes it unlawful for 
any 
person 
“while hunting or 
trapping, or on lands open to 
hunting and trapping” to drive a 
motor vehicle on 
any 
cleared 
field. The law also prohibits the 
leaving of any garbage on the 
land, digging in the land, makes 
it unlawful to park or leave stand­ 
ing any vehicle in such fashion 
as to block entrance or egress j 
from any person's property on 
field ” 
Thrush said the law was passed; 
in 
response 
to complaints 
by 
many farmer.* of hunters driving* 
over their fields, causing ruts, J 
breaking trees, digging up fields, 
leaving debris and blocking paths 
through the farms. Thrush said 
“only a small minority are guilty 
of such actions but it militates 
against the 99 per cent of the 
hunters who are not guilty of 
such actions 
We hope the new 
law will help remind hunters to 
be careful of their use of other 
people’s land and thus help to 
keep more land open for hunt­ 
ing.’*

The ML. Joy Township Board 
of Supervisors Tuesday evening 
rejected a request of the Mt. Joy 
Twp.

School Board, said 
that he had been notified by tele­ 
phone Tuesday evening by the 
board of supervisors’ secretary, 
Oliver Seguin, that the board had 
rejected the school board's re­ 
quest for a tax compromise. The 
school board met with the super­

This is the one area of govern­ 
ment above all w here the ta x ­ 
payer. who has to foot the bill, 
can understand the least even 
though it's all laid ouf for him in 
a huge volum e full of vast detail 
and dollar signs. 
President Johnson presented 
his budget M onday — saying it 
will cost $99.7 billion to run the 
governm ent 
another 
year 
— 
after working on it for months 
to 
keep 
expected 
spending 
down, particularly below $100 
billion. 
DON’T KNOW ENOUGH 
To show how much 
of an 
econom izer he is. he said gov­ 
ernm ent denartm ents and agen­ 
cies asked for a bottom figure 
of $108 5 billion. But how are 
you going to tell w hether the 
$99 7 billion he 
asked is too 
much or too little? 
You m ay have very strong 
opinions about the principle of 
foreign aid or federal aid to ed­ 
ucation or m edical care for the 
aged but here you can base your 
opinion on social attitudes or 
unexam ined prejudices. 
But you don’t have the com ­ 
fort of prejudice in exam ining 
the arithm etic of the budget. 
You don’t know enough about 


what you’re looking at. 
BUNCH OF FIGURES 


The budget, a bunch of figures 


covering every facet of govern­ 
m ent, is put together by people 
who are supposed to know the 
most about the problem s the 
money is intended to solve: the 


heads of departm ents and agen­ 


cies. 
An outsider m ay shudder at 
the size of Johnson’s $99 7-bil- 
lion request or, at this tim e of 
growing population and rising 
needs, feel Johnson w as a m agi­ 
cian in keeping costs below $100 
billion at all. 
But either conclusion is an 
opinion without true knowledge. 
For how. for instance, can an 
outsider know w hether the $49 
billion Johnson asked for de­ 
fense. with all that involves, is 
too am ple or too thin? 
PARTISAN VIEWS 
The politicians are no help. As 
was expected, they sound like a 
re-run of them selves from last 
year and the year before since 
their reactions are predictable, 
depending on the party of the 
one doing the talking.

tom arily critical M onday, p a r­ 
ticularly of w hat they called 
“ bookkeeping

D em ocratic 
leader, Carl Albert of O klaho­ 
m a, said that by every realistic 
test the budget is fiscally sound 
beyond any doubt. 
But this hardly cam e under 
the heading of news since Al­ 
bert, as the D em ocrats’ House 
captain, has to work hand-in- 
glove with Johnson all year.

laughter. 
Throughout a career in which 
he wielded words like weapons, 
Sir Winston could never let an 
opportunity pass to deploy a wit 
that could be conciliatory or 
savage. 
ALL WERE TARGETS 


Friends as well as political 
enem ies were his targets. After 
a 
speech 
by 
Anthony 
Eden 
Churchill rem arked in conver­ 
sation: “ He used every cliche in 
the 
English 
language 
except 
perhaps ‘Gentlemen will please 
adjust their dress before leav­ 
ing.’ ” 
In the postwar years after the 
voters turned 
his 
government 
out, he enjoyed himself most 
with the Socialists of the Labor 
party. 
CRIPPS CRITIC 
He said of Sir Stafford Cripps: 
•'There but for the grace of God 
goes God.” He once described 
Clement Attlee as “ a sheep in 
sheep’s clothing.” 
When Sir Alfred Bossom was 
apeaking in Commons one day, 
Churchill 
m uttered: 
“ Bossom, 
Bossom. 
Extraordinary 
name, 
neither one thing nor the other.” 
Once as a young man he had 
just grown a mustache and was 
talking politics incessantly at a 
dinner party. A young woman 
chided him: “ I dislike both your 
politics and your mustache." 
"D on’t distress yourself, m a ­ 
dam ." Churchill replied. “ You 
a re unlikely to come into con­ 
tact with either.” 
Churchill had a strict code of 
courtesy but could be most dis­ 
concerting. 
A young politician 
who lunched with him was given 
an exceptional glass of claret 
and sipped it carefully. 
Sir 
Winston 
was 
not 
im ­ 
pressed. 
"Sip burgundy, swill claret.” 
He grunted. 
Even in his twilight vears, his 
gift of repartee did not desert 
him. 
One day, 
after he had

commented with pity on the d e­ 
terioration of his faculties 
To their horror, his huge head 
swung round to look at them 
and a rasping voice rem arked:

OVERCHARGING 
BY UTILITIES 
BEING DENIED 


PHILADELPHIA (AP)—Offi­ 
cials of several privately-owned 
electric companies in Pennsyl­ 
vania have branded as “untrue” 
and “ harmful” allegations by a 
National Rural Electric Cooper­ 
ative Association economist that 
they overcharge their custom­ 
ers. 
Ronnie Straw, a staff econo­ 
mist for the association, made 
the charges in a report based 
on the period 1956-1962. He said 


he based the allegation on “the 
widely accepted standard of six 
per cent return on invested cap­ 
ital after deduction of all costs.” 
CALLED "H A R M F U L " 
The Philadelphia Electric Co. 
said the association’s charge “is 
without fact and is harmful to 
Philadelphia 
Electric 
and 
pri­ 
vate enterprise.” The 
report 
said Philadelphia Electric over­ 
charged its customers by $59,- 
812,000 during 1956-1962. 
“The Association is not an of­ 
ficial government organization,” 
the company said. “ It is inter­ 
ested in promotion of govern­ 
ment ownership of power and is 
opposed to the democratic sys­ 
tems of free enterprise.” 
“There is absolutely no truth 
in

wearisome,

charge by the Electric Coopera­ 
tive Association,” said Joseph 
Sharfsin, chairman of the Penn­ 
sylvania Public Utility Commis­ 
sion.

attention to the fact that elec­ 
tric utilities in Pennsylvania 
have reduced rates by nearly 
$30 million since 1960.”

S P O T L I G H T 


HARRISBURG (A P)—Educa­ 
tion legislation dominates the 
early activities of the state Sen­ 
ate with three more significant 
measures 
introduced 
in 
the 
chamber Tuesday. 
The m ajor bill offered as the 
Senate met in solo session was 
an 
administration proposal to 
make freshmen eligible to par­ 
ticipate in the state’s college 
loan program. 
The measure (SB94 > was in­ 
troduced by Sen. Daniel A. Bai­ 
ley. R-Centre. with Sens. Wil­ 
mot E. Fleming Jr., R-Mont- 
gomerv. and Thomas Kalman. 
D-Fayette. joining as sponsors. 


LARG E APPROPRIATION 
The 
administration 
proposal 
also 
recommended 
that 
the 
maximum amount of a loan be 
increasesd from $5,000 to $7,500. 
It also proposed that a $1,225 
million appropriation be made 
to the Pennsylvania Higher Ed­ 
ucation 
Assistance Agency 
to 
administer the fund. 
This compares with the $425,- 


OOO appropriated for the fund 
fbi* fiscal year. 
Fleming, with Kalman's as­ 
sistance. 
also 
introduced 
a 
measure. fSB72) which w’ould 
allow the state to credit a stu­ 
dent for employment with the 
state following graduation. 
The bill authorizes the assist­ 
ance agency to repay IO per 
cent of a student’s loan for each 
year. up to five years, of state 
employment. 


PROPOSES CHANGES

the unpaid portion of the loan.
